only the feasible and proper thing to recom- 
mend, but that it was their duty as a body 
entrusted by the people with the task of 
ascertaining what, for the best interests of 
St. Louis and the West, should be done to 
celebrate the Purchase, to recommend the 
Fair with the sincere belief that it can be 
made a success and that in this way, and 
none other, can the memorable acquirement 
of the West and its wonderful development 
b® properly celebrated. 

It has not been an easy mAtter for the 
committee to decide upon this recommen- 
dation, for.they have fully appreciated their 
position and the significance of what they 


would report; the vast detail in prepara- 


tion, in maintenance and management of 
a great fair: the enormous sum of money 


necessary to make it a success, and the 


6ources from which this money may be ex- 
pected to come. 

All these they have weighed carefully, 
and the deeper they delved the stronger 
became their convictions that the Fair was 
the thing. 

As a final recourse in summing up the 
things arguing for the Fair and against it 
they invited the co-directors.of the Colum- 
bia Fair at Chicago to comé to St. Louis 
and meet the committee, that it might 
have tht benefit of their experience and ad- 
vice. George F. Davis, the director-general 
of the World's Fair, made an address be- 
fore the committee. 
for fairs, and he believes that the Fair 
contemplated in St. Louls can be made a 
@reat success, 

In his address before the committee Mr. 
Davis discussed the Columbian Fair in its 
every phase. He told them what he knew 
Of the effects it had upon the business of 
the city before and during and after the 
Fair. Hie told them of the vast work of 
preparation, of maintenance and manage- 
ment, and he ended by assuring them that 
Chicago is to-day a bigger, better, richer 


and happler city Yor having had a World's 
Fatr. r 


The committeemen interrogated Mr. Davis 
upon every, *subject of which they had 
Coubts. Then they thought the matter.over, 
each man to himeelf, for 24 hours, and when 
they met again at the Noonday Club to de- 
termine what 6hould be their report, they 
were for the fair. 

This will be the report they wil! make 
Ro the people, and with that their labors 
in the premises will have ended. 
ble must then determine what they will 
do with this report—this belief of some 
of the foremost men of St. Louis that there 
should be given here in 1908 a great in- 
ternational exhibit in celebration of the 
purchase of Louisiana from France. 

The committee has confidence that the 
People will accept the recommendation en- 
thualastically. They have been led to this 
belief by what they have heard since the 
work of the committee began. 

These committeemen are satisfied there 
is nothing in the way of a great Fair at 
St. Louis in 1903. The Columbian Fair will 
have been at that'time a thing of 10 
years past. The people will be ripe for 
another. The children who were too young 
to go to Chicago will have arrived at the 
age when they will be interested in fairs. 
The young people who saw the great Chi 
cago exhibit and were too young to ap 
Preciate it fully will hail joyously an op- 
portunity to see it again.

“We are not afraid,” Mr. Lehman says, 
“that there would come with this fair or 
after it anyth'ng hurtful to St. Louis. There 
has been much talk of a distressing re‘c- 
tionary effect in Chicago after the Colum- 
bian Fair, but we find, after looking into 
this that anything in the way of a reaction 
which Chicago may have suffered in recent 
years has not been an after-clap from the 
Fair. The truth {is that Chicago profited 
immensely by the Fair, and she is a better 
and more vigorous city to-day because of 
it. What we see in a World’s Fair for St. 


| Louis in 1903 is only beneficial to the city. 
the committee which 


We believe it will direct to our city the at- 
tention of the whole world. We know it will 
bring here millions of visitors from all 
parts of the earth. We believe we can pre- 
pare here things so entertaining that they 
will always be glad they came. and we also 
believe, and firmly believe, that there is 
nothing attaching or pertaining to such a 
fair, either in the great labor it involves 
or the enormous sum of money it would 
need, to-which the people of St. Louis, so 
far as their help may be needed, are not 
equal, and to which.the whole West, so far 
as it shall be called upon, is not ready to 
&.ve us every aid. 

“We are certainly assuming much when 
we locate this fair at St. Louis. If it is 
made such an affair as we want it to be, it 


will not be our privilege to say where iit 


shall be held. We will want the assistance 
of the Government in making it a success, 
and Congress, of course, will say where it 
shall be held. But I merely say this to 
have it understood that we have not over- 
looked this phase of the subject, and not 
because we are worrying in the least that 
Congress would locate 
chase Fair anywhere but at St. Louis. We 
are first in every point of necessity and 
second only to New Orleans in point of 
historical interest among. the cities of the 
territory covered by the old Leuisiana dis- 
trict, and all the nation will be willing, we 
are sure, that the fair shall be held at 
St. Louis.”’ 

In its international phase the committee 
has discussed the fair thoroughly, and their 
belief is that the whole world will partici- 
pate in the affair. There have been some 
suggestions that the Paris Exposition in 
1900 might have the effect of running fairs 
in too rapid success'on for the world at 
large, but the committee does not antici- 
pate that there will be any lessening of in- 
ternational interest in the exposition  be- 
cause of this or any refusal upon the part 
of other nations to heartily participate in 
the St. Louis Fair. 

The sentiment of the people of St. Louis 
upon the subject is necessarily a matter in 
which the committee has taken deepest 
interest. They believe the people to be 
for the World’s Fair, and expect that this 
will be their verdict when a vote is taken 
upoh an appropriation by the city. 
are likewise confident that the people of the 
State of Missouri will want the Fair, and 
that there will be a liberal appropriation 
for it by the State. With these appropria- 
tions the nucleus of the immense fund 
to be needed will be begun, and it is likely 
a request for them will be the first under- 
taking of the promoters when the people 
of St. Louis shall have acquiesced in the 
suggestion of the committee and have or- 
ganized for the work to be done. 

The committeemen believe there is just 
about time enough to arrange a big fair— 
“not too little, nor too much,” as one of 
them says. There are four years in which 
to get ready, and there is a deal to do.

Mrs. Mary Baehr of Kansas 
City Shoots Herself. 


DEED WAS DONE 
WITH DELIBERATION. 


SHE SEATED HERSELF IN A 
CHAIR AND EVIDENTLY 
TOOK CAREFUL AIM. 


NO CAUSE HAS SO 
FAR BEEN ASCRIBED. 


To All Appearances the Young Woman 
Was Happily Wedded and She 
Had Given No Sign 
of Depression.

KANSAS CITY, Mo., Nov. 2.—Mrs. Mary 
Baehr, a bride of a week, wife of George 
W. Baehr, Secretary of the Kumpf Insur- 
ance Co., committed suicide at 6:30 o’clock 
last night at her home in Westport by 
shooting herself in the head with a 2- 
caliber revolver. When Mr. Baehr re- 
turned home last evening he was surprised 
to find the house dark. Lighting a lamp, 
he searched the house for his wife and was 
horror-stricken when he entered the bed- 
room and found her Hfeless body in a 
chair. 

The dead woman sfffl clutched in her 
right hand the weapon of destruction. The 
deed was deliberately planned. Mrs. Baehr 
sat down on a Chair facing a large mirror 
and placed the weapon to her right ear. 
The bullet did not pass through the head, 
but death evidently came to her instantly. 
Lying on the floor beside the bureau, in 
front of which Mrs. Baehr was seated, was 
a pasteboard box, from whith the revolver 
had been taken. 

The cause of the suicide is a mystery. 

Baehr left no letters and dropped no 
word as to her intentions, She had never 
been sick a day in her life. #«#

In the musty Four Courts basement, set 
apart as a police court room, a tired, starv- 
ing mother and her two babies sought 
shelter from the chill November air Tues- 
day night. 

They were there in the absence of a more 
comfortable place. The mother stretched 
out upon one of the hard wooden benches 
and drew her little ones closely about her. 


Mrs. Mary Walsh is the name of the 
woman, and her children, two bright ‘little 
boys, are named John and Arthur, aged 4 
and 6 years. 

Under ordinary circumstances no one 
could sleep with such a hard bed as was 
alforded in the police court room, but this 
unfortunate remnant of a once happy fam- 
ily slept soundly, for the mother had 
journeyed all the way from Altoona, Pa., 
to St. Louis, walking a part of the way, 
catching an occasional ride in a farmer's 
wagon aloug the country roads, and rid- 
ing on trains when some kindly disposed 
person furnished transportation. 

Mrs. Walsh is 23 years old, and has been 
a widow only a few months. The hardships

Thirty thousand dollars was to have been 
paid to parties in Washington for ‘“‘expedit- 
ing’’ the sale of three whalebacks to the 
Government and an additional $45,000 was 
to have been paid the lawyers who had 
fixed the deal. This $75,000 was to be ‘added 
to the true selling value of the boats. . 

Davis & Huber, of which firm Ernest Hu- 
ber has confessed he, as go-between, fre- 
quently consulted with Abner McKinley 
concerning Government contracts, and Bur- 
nett, Stayton & ‘Campbell, lawyers, were 
engineering the grab. Henry L. Burnett 
has publicly notified interested parties that 
he withdrew from the law firm on July 1, 
and the use of the firm’s name was al. 

The game was a simple one. 2 go- 
between arranged, matters first. He had

The most important feature of this case 
is the statement, made over the signature 
of the law firm that: a

“I believe I am able to sell some whale- 
backs to the Government, because the Gov- 
ernment is in need of boats to carry water, 

rovisions and as transperte,” said the go- 
etween. 

“It is not much use trying to do that. I 
don’t Know why, but the Government has 
already said they had no use for them. We 
could not 6ell them; I don't know why,” 
Was the answer. 

“T think I can sell them, because I can 
bring some influence to bear,’’ said the go- 
between. 

When the representative of the barge 
company asked who it was, the go-between 
replied that it was the law office of Abner 
McKinley. The representative of the barge 
company yielded and an option on the boats 
was taken at $140,000 each, with the under- 
standing that a commission of $75,000 would 
be paid the lawyers if the boats were pur- 
chased by the Government.

ONE NEGRO KILLED 


INCREASING SIGNS OF A RACE 
CONFLICT OVER POLITICS IN 
NORTH CAROLINA. 


WILMINGTON, N. C., Nov. 2.—At 
Laurinburg the whites, clad in red shirts, 
to denote their hostility to negro domina- 
tion, held a rally yesterday. Before the 
speaking began a negro, who. had threat- 
ened to kill a young white man, and who 


had declared his purpose of burning the 
town, Was Waited upon by a delegation of 
armed white men, who, it is declared, 
proposed ta advise him to leave chis lo- 
Cality. The negro did not wait to receive 
the delegation, but-opened fire from the 
windows of his cabin. His fire was prompt- 
ly returned, and when the battle ended he 
had emptied his Winchester, both barrels 
of his shotgun, and nearly al) of the 
chambers of his revolver, while 38 bullets 
from the white men’s rifles had pierced 
him through and through. The house 
looked as if it had been through a bom- 
bardment. 

The ‘red shirt’? demonstration 
novel and picturesque spectacle. % 
After the speaking the ‘‘Red Shirt” yen 
gathered to the number of 500 and rode 
through the country for the purpose of 
showing the negroes that the whites are 
determined. 

Out upon the sandy roads the menacing 
recession moved, It strung out for nearly 
wo miles, and the brilliant shirting was 
visible for a long distance. At every cross- 
road, and especially when the procession 
reached the highway which led from the 
neighboring town to Maxton, little rivulets 
of red-shirted men joined the moying 
stream. 

The climax was reached, howeyer. when. 
after 10 miles had been traveled through 
{ine forests. cotton plantations and negro 
amlets, the procession found its way 
through the section of Laurinburg inhabit- 
ed exclusively by blacks. Here the yells 
became louder and more frequent, and the 
red-shirted man, with the banner labeled 
“White Supremacy,” dangled it in the 
faces of the negro men and women, who 
gathered at their cabin doors. 


PUBLIC DEBT GOES UP. 
Issuance of New Bonds Makes a Dif- 
ference of $43,487,717. 
WASHINGTON, Nov. 2.—The treasury 
statement of the public debt shows that at 


the close of business Oct. 31, 1898, the debt, 


less net cash in the Treasury, amounted to 
$1,110,966,922, an increase for the month of 
$43,487,717. This increase is accounted for 
by the issue during the month of about 
$36,680,000 of the new 3 per cent bonds and 
a decrease of about $7,238,000 in the cash on 
hand. The entire amount of the new lean 
so far taken up in the monthly statement is 
$179,399,180. The debt is recapitulated as 
follows: Interest-bearing debt, $1,026,766,960; 
debt on which interest has ceased since 
maturity, $1,246,870; debt bearing no inter- 
est, $383,191,367; total, $1,411,205,197. Cash in 
the Treasury is classified as follows: Gold, 
$275,224,071; silver, $505,929,775; paper, $65,529,- 
237: bonds, deposits in national banks, dis- 
bursing officers’ balances, etc., $96,566,313; 
total, $933,249,397, against which there are 
demand liabilities outstanding amounting 
to $633,011,122, leaving a net cash balance in 
the Treasury of $300,238, 275.

One journalistic achievement which 
caused much praise to be bestowed on 
Col. Hyde for his enterprise was in forc- 
ing Claib Jackson in 1860 to take a position

The 
candidate fought shy of the Douglass- 
Breckinridge issue. Hyde determined to

First he secured a relay of horses and 
stationed them along the route from the 
little town where Jackson was billed fo 
speak to the nearest telegraph office. Then 
he confronted the man he Was after: 

“Mr. Jacksan,” said he, “in your speech 
to-day, we desire that you announce your 
position definitely.’’ 

The candidate was angered at the blunt- 
ness of the young man’s statement. He 
declined to say what he would do?

Hyde was still an amateur 
sportsman he chanced one day to see a 
commotion in the water. He saw a black 
Spot above the surface. He had intended 
to shoot ducks only that day. His cart- 
ridges were stamped “D,’’ which he sup- 
posed stood for “duck.” They were put 
up by a Frenchman on Third street, 8t. 
Louis, with whom “D” stood for ‘‘deer.”

A brusqueness of manner, an armor which 
only his few intimate friends could pierce, 
often caused the man to be misunderstood. 
He knew his kindheartedness, and this ap-

Philip Ferguson, an old-time newspaper 
man, known as “Jenks,”’ used to say in this 
connection, referring to Hyde’s memorable 
balloon trip with Wise as a reporter, that 
“Col. Hyde once went up in a balloon and 
never came down again.” 


George Brown, the veteran stenographer 
in Judge Wood's court, came here from 
England to make a business foothold, and 
owes much to Col. Hyde for a favorable 
stdrt. He entered the editor’s sanctum, and 
in Hyde’s absence applied for a pagition to 
some one else. He got little entcourage- 

Hyde. heard of Brown and sent for 


to the 
extent of half a column,” said rde. 

Brown returned and submitted exactly a 
half column. 

“How did you guess so accurately?’ 
asked Col, Hyde.e 

“TIT counted the words and measured 
them,’’ was the response. ; 

Col. Hyde was pleased and asked him 
what salary he deemed fair.

Hyde’s hunting companions at Camp 
Prather one day persuaded him that a 
boat in which Col. J. Grif Prather and 
Col. Joe Rickey paddled away was his 
property. They advised him to fire a scare 
shot at the two oarsmen. Hyde did so. 

The bullet in some unaccountable way 
ricochetted over the water and grazed Col. 
Rickey’s cheek. After that there was no 
more fooling with firearms. 

John R. Slevin, Democratic candidate for 
Probate Clerk, tells this story: 

“Col. Hyde and a party were in a boat 
angling and one of the crowd caught a 
dogfish. The catch was hard to manage, 
and in a spirit of fun they tied an empty 
bottle to the tail of the dogfish. 

“‘The contortionsS that followed were the 
funniest imag nable. It struck Col. Hyde 
as being so ]dicrous that he laughed him- 


put the boat ashore for fear he would up- 
set it.” ‘ 


Capt. Dan Able, ex-Harbor and Wharf 
Commissioner, and one of the jolly coterie 
which usually passed October and Nevem- 
ber at Camp Prather, on the Black River, 
tells of Hyde's entry into Nimroddom thus: 

“It was only in recent years that Col. 
Hyde learned to leye the woods and the 
waters and the hills. He had been a book- 
ish fellow before that. We got him to our 
camp a8 a guest one day, and he quickly 
absorbed the spirit of the sportsman. After 
that it was his great delight to go out into 
the forests to hunt and fish. : 

“At our campfires he was in his element 
as a Wit and an altogether companionable 
fellow. He was not intimate with many 
and his hatred of shams and pretense made 
it difficult t6 approach h'm at times.” 


In his relations with postoffice employes 
during hig term as Postmaster and as 
superintendent of carriers there was 4 
marked absence of friction. Kdward Boha, 
one of the veterans of the office, said: | 

“Mr. Hyde seemed to command a respect 
that always brought quick and cheerful 
obedience to his orders. His many good 
turns to those in trouble endeared him te 
us. His irreproachable honesty command- 
ed our admiration. His commission as 
superintendent expired @n the day he died, 
although he had been a on a leave of ab- 
sence owing to illness lately.’’

WATERTOWN, N. Y., Nov. 2.—After & 
years, Polly Williams Van Horn this week 
visited the grave of her mad lover, and left 
the mound heaped over with flowers. She 
is 80 years old now and the man who loved 
her has been dead these five years. 

His name was Ambrose Smith. He was 
the son of a farmer, and fell in love with 
pretty Polly Williams, the youngest of 
Farmer Wiliam’s #even beautiful daugh- 
ters. Smith took up the study of medicine, 
and when his prospects warranted it he 
drove to -Folly’s home and asked Polly’s 
father for her hand in marriage. That 
was the way they did it in those days. 
But Polly’s father had to Inform Polly’s 
lover that Polly had on that very day cel- 
ebrated her marriage to Lieut. Van Horn, 
of Albany, who had been stationed tempor- 
arily at the Watertown arsenal. 

Smith had been absent from the town 
pursuing his medical studies and had not 
heard of the engagement. He turned about 
and drove away never uttering a word, 
after the manner of heroes. All day he 
drove, and when they found him after a 
gearch he was raving in-delirium. He re- 
mained always ‘eccentric.’ Wandering 
about in the fields and woods, he became 
.an authority in botany, and learned the 
medicinal properties of all growing plants. 

His sister kept his house. His costume for 
the half century between his affliction and 
his death was a long black coat, trousers 
turned up at the Bottom, a slouch hat and 
big wooden shoes that he made himself. He 
declared that he was a good Samaritan and 
called himself so. Wherever there was sic k- 
ness old Ambrose was there with his reme- 
dies, and hundreds were rursed to health.

Old Ami- 
brose started for the place at once, and for 
five months he stayed alone w'th the pa- 
tlents in a little building called the pest 
Out of all the victims of the discase. 
and there were dozens, only two cases 
failed to yield to Ambrose’s treatment. 
These were buried by him-in graves duy by 
his own hands. 

One day his friends found his lifeless body 
stretched across the grave of his brother.

SOCIETY WOMEN IN THE PLAN. 


It Is Believed That Patrons as Wel] 
as Employes Will Reap 
a Benefit. 


NEW YORK, Novy. 2.—Church people have 
given their indorsement to the society wo- 
men’s plan to establish a tailor shop for 
the employes who are locked out because 
they refused to renounce all their labor 
unions at the request of their employes, 

A secret conference is to be held in St. 
Michael’s Church by the Church Associa- 
tion for the Advancement of the Interests 
of Labor. The conference is to complete 
arrangements for raising $50,000 to establish 
the co-operative shop somewhere between 
 Thirtieth and Thirty-fourth street, near 
Fifth avenue. 

The Vanderbilts, the Sloanes, the Astors 
and scores of others of the Four Hundred 
are among those who have found that the 
exorbitant prices they paid for garments 
went into the pockets of the employers and 
very little to the workers. Mrs. John 
Jacob Astor paid $75 for a golf suit which, 
it has since been found, represented a labor 
cost of $25.

BUBONIC PLAGUE FEARED. 


Austrian Emigrants to Be Examined 
Before Their Departure. 
WASHINGTON, Nov. 2.—The Marine Hos- 
pital Seryice has received through the State 
Department a dispatch from United States 


Consul-General Hurst at Vienna stating 
that three deaths have occurred there from 
bubonic plague and that there are now only 
six cases in the entire city, and these are 
all hospital attendants. Mr. Hurst adds that 
the infection of emigrants is improbable. 

Dr. Wyman, Surgeon-General of the Ma- 
rine Hoepital Service, says that the consuls 
at the ports of departure of emigrants 
bound for the United States will examine 
each emigrant before he is allowed to go 
aboard ship, and if he comes from an in- 
fected district his baggage will be disin- 
fected and every other precaution taken to 
prevent the spread of the disease. In no 
case will an emigrant be allowed to pro- 
ceed if there is any reason to belleve that 
he has been in contact with the infection. 


REPORT ON THE RIEDY CASE. 


Police Relief Association Knows How 
Much Was Stolen. 

The report of J. M. Holmes, referee in the 
case of the St. Louis Police Relief Associa- 
tion against John E. Riedy, has been filed 
in the United States Circuit Court. 

After stat'ng that Riedy up to the time 
he severed his official relations with the 
association had received $44,983.65 and had 
regularly paid out $36,685.60, the report 
ehows the disposition of the funds to be as 
follows: 

On September 8, 1896, $16,292.13 was placed 
ina sate deposit box and $2174.89 two days 
later, making an aggregate of $18,467.02. A 
d'sbursement of $2919.85 reduced this sum to 
$15,547.17. On September 11 the cash was 
transferred to the Bank of the Republic, 
with the exception of $1015.28, of which there 
has never been an accounting. Only one 
more deposit was made. This was on Janu- 
ary &, 1897, and amounted to $1443.33. On 
April 8 of the same year all Dut $5.22 was 
drawn out. The report says that this small 
amount evidentl¥Y wae overlooked, Between 
September 8, 1896, and April 8, 1897, Riedy 
received $2,672.44 of which he deposited only 
$15,962.22. The rest he carried around tn spe-

The first World’s Fair at Paris, in 1855, cost $1,700,000 ana 
only brought in $1,280,000. - : ‘ 

The next Puris World’s Fair, in 1867, cost $4,000,000; the 
receipts were $2,100,000, 

The great World's Fair at Vienna, in 1873, was a terrible 
financial failure, costing $11,000,000, with receipts of but 
$1,030,000. 

The Philadelphia Centennial show was not much better. 
It cost about $8,500,000; the receipts were $3,800,000. 

In 1878 Paris had another World's Fair, which did not pay. 
And again in 1889 the Parisians scored a failure in their 
great Exposition. 

The present indications are that the Omaha Fair has been 
more successful than the Chicago Fair of 1893, which at clos- 
ing had an amount in hand sufficient to ‘pay its stockholders 
about 20 per cent of their subscriptions. It is estimated that 
the stockholders of the Omaha Fair would receive a large per- 
centage, but for the damage suits pending. : 

All these figures, of course, should be considered in con- 
junction with the benefit to local trade and industry that a 
great fair brings, and which is one of the chief objects of 
such fairs. With this in mind, the promoters of the Louts- 
iana Purchase Celebration cannot but feel encouraged to 
profit by Omaha’s example and conclude that “the Fair's the 
thing’ for 1903 in St. Louis. 
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Julia Johnson recommends the reorganization of the Shak- 
ers with the adoption of the institution of marriage, that 
their empty houses may be filled; but another experienced 
Shaker declares that marriage is an element of division, and

In December last he fought 2 rounds 
with Walter Croot, in the Nationa] Sporting 
Club's rooms in London, England, and the 
drubbing he gave Croot, resuited in the lat- 
ter’s death the next day. That fight was 
for the featherweight championship of the 
world. 

Barry's gameness has often been tried. 
but never more s0 than at Lamont, Ill.. 
Sept. 15, 1893, when he fought Casper Leon 
to a finish, knocking his man out in the 
28th round. > 


Beside the Barry-Ritchie fight there will 
be several curtain raisers, notably one be- 
tween Johnny Van Heest and Oscar Gard- 
ner. They are very evenly matched. and

Bob Fitzsimmons, champion pugilist of 
the world, is now touring the country with 
his theatrical combination. He was at 
Dayton, O., this week, and while there he 
was asked for his opinion of the Corbett- 
Sharkey contest, to take place at New York 
on Nov. 22. He said: 

“I do not feel like offering any criticism 
of those fellows in New York. It places me 
in a bad position, and for that reason I deo 
not like to discuss them. However. I th'nk 
that Corbett will outpoint Sharkey. but I 
do not believe the bout will last the entire 
number of rounds. 

“Yes, I think the MeCoy-Maher fight will 
come off. When McCoy told me he had made 
the match with Maher I at once advised 
him to be careful of Maher. Maher is one 
of the most daangerous fighters in the 
country, and always has aepunch ready to 
put any man out of the business. MeCoy, 
if he is careful} may win out on points. Tt 
is the same way with Corbett. Corbett 
ought to blind Sharkey in 20 rounds. but I 
do not think that either he or McCoy ean 
knock out his man. They may win en 
points, but not otherwise. 

‘I have always believed, and still do be- 
lieve, that Corbett never made the match 
with Sharkey expecting to bring it to the 
end of the full twenty rounds. ‘It is my 
opinion that the police will stop the bont 
justin time to prevent the people from get- 
ting their money back. Corbett had this 
plan in view when he made the match and 
there iS a certainty he would never have 
signed articles had he believed that this 
was not strongly probable. I do not believe 
in limited fighting. I like to see a finish. 

“Those fights in New York are becoming 
what you might call ‘fakey.’ Let them 
fight to a finish and then you can deter- 
mine the relative merits of the men. I have 
made no plans for the future, with the ex- 
ception that I will finish the season on the 
road. Ihave no arrangements about meet- 
ing anybody, as I gave them all a chance 
before [I went out. My money is now up. 
You can say that Iam open to any heavy 
weight that shows himself to be the best 
man in any fight. 

“Let the heavy weights fight among 
themselves and prove which is the best 
man and then I will meet him and am will- 
ing to make a match at any time for $10,000 
a side. Understand that I am not now 
making this challenge, but it has stood be- 
fore I went out on the road and will stand 
as long as I am on the road or at any 
time or place.” 


This week Corbett commenced training at 
New York. A _ special from there says: 
This morning he put on the gloves with 
McVey for a few minutes, then sparred with 
two Others in quick succession, and fol- 
lowed up this vigorous exercise with a 
half hour's lively punching of the bag. Me- 
Vey then came on the mat for a bit of 
wrestling, and the morning’s work wound 
up with a shower bath and a rub down, In 
the afternoon Corbett took a fiveémile spin 
in Central Park, and expects to increase 
the distance to eight or ten miles a day be- 
fore the end of the week. Charley White 
is superintending the ex-champion’s prep- 
arations and says he will show up as fine as 
split-silk.

WAYS IN JAPAN. 


COMPANY WITH TEN MILLIONS. 


The Drexels and Stephen B. Elkins, 
With Other Financiers, Behind 
the Oriental] Innovation. 


CHICAGO, Nov. 2.—Trolley cars will soon 
whiz and clang through the streets of To- 
kio, Yokohama and other large cities of 
Japan if the plans now being formed in 
Chicago are carried out. A eompany of 
Chicago and ,Eastern capitalists is being 
formed which is to have a capital of not 
less thun $10,000,000 for the purpose of build- 
ing electric railways throughout the island 
in-all the principal towns. 

The financial backers of the enterprise 
are not as yet learned, but it is asserted 
they are well-known banking firms, amply 


arry out any concessions they may 
ary pao the Government. The Drexelils 
and Stephen B. Elkins of New York are 
mentioned in connection with the enterprise, 
and it is claimed by those on the inside 
that a large share of money will come 
from Philadelphia. Negotiations are now 
going on for: the obtaining of a charter 
that will enable the work to go on at once, 
In this connection the name of W. D. East- 
lake, who has an Office in the Monadnock 
building, has been mentioned.

oF te bay that I have been approached 
by parties representing capitalists, with a 
view to establishing such a company. But 
nothing yet has been definitely arranged. 

‘Japan has been my home tor a number 
of years. July 1 of next year the whole 
kingdom is to be opened without restric- 
tions to foreigners. Heretofore there has 
been little or no opportunity for Ameri- 
cans or Europeans to transact business 
successfully with the interior’ regions, 
Travel has been possible only on passports 
of I'mited duration, and a merchant 
wanted to buy goods produced away from 
the coast he has had to obtain them 
through two or three or sometimes half a 
dozen middlemen. This will all be done 
away with under the new policy. 

“Naturally one of the first needs of the 
enlarged travel that will result is cheap 
transportation.

SPANISH WRECKS ABANDONED. 
No Further Effort Will Be Made to 
Save Cervera’s Ships. 
WASHINGTON, Nov. 2.—The Navy De- 
nartment practically decided to abandon

tracts on the Spanish cruisers Cristobal 
Colon, Vizcaya and Almirante Oquendo 
near Santiago which have been rather ex- 
pensive to the Government and approve the 
recommendation in part at least of Naval 
Constructor Hobson and other naval of- 
ficers who have been superintending the 
work of rescuing these vessels. The de- 
partment has reached the conclusion that 
the Vizcaya and Almirante Oquendo will 
probably never be rescued, and the Cristo- 
bal Colon, if saved at all, will not be 
brought to the United States by the Mer- 
ritt & Chapman Wrecking Co. of New Yerk, 
whieh had been working on this vessel 
under a special contract involving the pay- 
ment of $829.25 a day since July 29, without 
visibly improving the chances of that ves- 
sel's salvage.

Custom Receipts in October $9000 


Over Same Time Last Year. 

SANTIAGO, Nov. 2.—Walter A. Donald- 
son, Collector of Customs, has filed a report 
of the results of the customs in the prov- 
ince of Santiago. The report shows re- 
ceipts from all sources of customs in Octo- 
ber to be $44,227, an increase of more than 
$900 over last year in Santiago alone, de- 
spite the greatly reduced tariff charges. 
To this add $107,732, brought over from 
August, and it shows a great increase in 
customs under the present system, though 
with a reduced fariff.

terests of our commonwealth. 

The Democracy of our State welcomes the issue 


and gladly submits to the verdict of honest citl- 
gens the record of the two parties. 

This record, briefly summarized, shows that dur- 
ing the eix years of Kepublican misrule securities 
belonging to the State, aggregating more than 
$20,000,000, were corruptly sygvandered and the 
people compelied to pay, iu taxes, that enormous 
eunmj, every dollar of which should have been paid 
by the railroads of the State. This same record 
Ghows that Kepublicans ta bigs authority, for a 
money consideration, placed this burden upon the 
people. It shows that during this reign of reckless 
misruje, unparalleled ia the history of represent 
ative goverumeut, bonded debts were placed on 
many counties throughout the State, aggregating 
many millions of dollars, for which the people re- 
celved nothing, and which subjected them to the 
most unjust and outrageous burdens. This record 
also shows that so recklessly corrupt was the Re- 
publican rule in our State that the rate of taxa- 
tion was placed at double what it is to-day in 
order to meet the profligate expenses of our govern- 
ment. It shows that so reckless was this mismanage- 
ment that, although our State bonds were bearing 

and 7 per cent interest, they were discredited 
in the market and sold at a discount of nearly 
30 cents on the dollar. It shows that fortunes were 
made by those in authority through the collection 
end retention of fees, which, under Democratic 
control, go into the State Treasury.

“ We repeat, Democrats gladly welcome a ventila- 
tion of State records. They challenge any State in

When the Democracy was restored to power in 
Missouri it found the State burdened with a debt 
of over $21,000,000, our bonds at a discount, al- 
though bearing a heavy rate of interest, while our 
taxes for State purposes were 45 cents on the 
hundred dollars.

Director Schwab of the Chicago Schools 
Here Collecting Facts to Fight 
the Vertical in His City. 


Director Albert Greene of the. School 
Board may reopen the question of penman- 
ship in the schools as a result of the visit 
to St. Louis of Director Joseph Schwab of 
the Chicago schools. 

Chicago, Ike St. Loui’, uses the vertical 
writing system in its curriculum, but so 
many objections have arisen to the innova- 
tion that a movement to reinstate the Spen- 
cerian system has arisen. Director Schwab 
is the father of a resolution, in the cause 
of which he is now gathering data here. It 
aims at the abolition of the vertical style. 

Director Greene said to a Post-Dispatch 
reporter: 

“The vertical system has been tried and 
found wanting. it: was a-mistake to in- 
troduce it, and the sooner we do away 
with it the better it will be for our chil- 
dren. Individuality is needed in hand writ- 
ing, and the new style, labored, exact and 
painfully .uniform, is not practicable in 
these busy modern times. Complaints 
have come to me from parents, and J] 
have told them to see the superintendent 
about it, I fought the scheme in commit- 
tee, but I was sick, at home, when the 
board acted on ft. 

“Director Schwab told me that there was 
much criticism of the new style 
arising in Chicago, and I am _é =~*rot 
surprised. As an artist and designer my 
»rofession has made me a student of writ- 
ng. If we need any improvément it is in 
the line of abbreviated writing. a kind of 
shorthand for general use. The trouble is 
our Own principals and teachers do not 
write well themselves. How can they sue- 
cessfully teach the Spencerian system 
then? I had Principal Bryan of the High 
School tabulate averages on various 
studies for me, and I found that writing 
was down to 78 per cent and drawing to 
79 per cent. All other studies were higher. 

“The vertical style people sent their best 
talker to me to try to convince me of my 
error in arguing as I did. He showed me 
ten samples from Boston schgols. The 
handwriting was pretty, I admitted. I asked 

im to tell me which was the boys’ and 
Which was the girls’. I stumped him. 
‘Score one for me,’ I said. Suppose bus- 
iness men sign their checks and each sig- 
nature is so much like the other that you 
can't distinguish the difference. Might as 
well use a typewritér.
